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Pastoral Perspective 



As you read this, Lent has just begun! The sobering 
experience of Ash Wednesday - where we are re- 
minded that we are dust and dust we shall become - 
has once again been experienced. The pain of the 
cross is before us - always before us for it is through 
the cross that God did it all. This incredibly painful 
experience ultimately leads to the hope we are prom- 
ised - resurrection! God is so good! Lent for me is 
always a time of learning more about God, reflecting 
on what God has done, and being available for God to 
minister through me. 

During our journey this year, Wednesday evening ser- 
vices will focus on: "...the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, kindness, goodness, faithfulness, gentle- 
ness, and self-control..." (Galatians 5:22). I am so 
grateful that these fruits are being nurtured and culti- 
vated by God in the lives of Christians. Can you imag- 
ine what life would be like if these fruits were non- 
existent? [Might that be hell on earth?] Can you 
imagine what life will be like when all these fruits are 
mature in every one? [Might this be yet another rea- 
son to look forward to heaven?] 

During my journey this year, I will once again reflect 
on how God has gifted and prepared me for and is 
leading me into ministry. I firmly believe God gifts 
and prepares us. As I reflect on each phase of my 
life: youth (birth through college graduation); military 
service; business career; and diaconal ministry; I see 
God gifting, preparing, and using me. My challenge is 
to discern where God is leading me into ministry. On 
many occasions, as some of you know (especially my 
family), I get up a "head of steam," the forest van- 
ishes, and I have a breathtaking perspective of the 
tree directly in front of me. Thankfully, in nearly 
every recent occurrence, a brother or sister in Christ 
was astute enough to say: "Shake your head - your 
eyes are stuck!" Thank you Lord for fellow sojourn- 
ers! 

During my journey this year, I intend to take the ad- 
vice of the psalmist and "Be still and know that I am 
God." (Psalm 46:10) Not that I am God - but - as my 
study note says: "God's voice breaks through...- the 
climax. Be still. Here, the Hebrew for this phrase 
probably means "Enough!". ..know. Acknowledge." 
This study note brings back memories where I have 
inundated someone or I have been inundated with so 
much information that they or I finally say "Enough!" 
Isn't it curious how quiet it gets. But, isn't that the

Sharing God's Grace 

Richard John Neuhaus was a friend I never met. I 
knew him only through reading his writing in First Things, 
the journal he edited, and through many of his other writ- 
ings. He died of cancer in J anuary. I read him first when 
he was the pastor of a Lutheran congregation in Manhat- 
tan, and I continued reading his articles when he became 
a Catholic priest in that same city. 

Pastor/ Father John remained firm in his belief that 
salvation comes by faith and not through works, as both a 
Lutheran and a Catholic. About ten years ago, he and 
Chuck Colson formed an organization which brought Evan- 
gelicals and Catholics together to work toward a common 
understanding of this contentious issue which lay at the 
core of the Reformation. 

One astonishing result of this effort is reflected in a 
recent statement by Pope Benedict: "We understand that 
what we here affirm [in the agreement on justification by 
faith between Evangelicals and Catholics] is in agreement 
with what the Reformation traditions have meant by j usti- 
fication by faith alone." The Roman Catholic Church and 
the ELCA have come to an agreement on justification 
which expresses a similar understanding. 

Lutherans have held firmly to the understanding that 
salvation comes through the grace of God by faith and not 
through things we do. We have held so much to this doc- 
trine that we have sometimes neglected to follow Jesus' 
command to fully love and help others. Catholics, on the 
other hand, have sometimes been so hung up on satisfying 
requirements of the Church like mass attendance, fasting, 
saints' days, etc., that they have ignored the "faith" side 
of the equation. 

What a different world we live in today. Our congre- 
gation gives 20%of its income to organizations and activi- 
ties outside the Church, and we spend countless hours in 
activities helping others, ranging from building homes to 
anointing the sick. We do not do these things because we 
believe our own efforts will lead to salvation, for it is by 
the grace of God in Christ Jesus that we are saved and 
able to do good works in His name. We do these things 
because we are Christians, saved by grace. 

What a joy it is that our fellow Christians in the 
Catholic and Evangelical communions share this great 
truth with us! And what a joy it is that we have been 
saved and liberated by the grace of God to be a blessing 
to others!
